Bright Midnight

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Coat Hanger in Throat Gets Man in Trouble 

WICHITA, Kan. (Reuters) - A Kansas man who got a coat hanger stuck 
in his throat while trying to dislodge a balloon of cocaine he had swal- 
lowed faced possible criminal charges after doctors trying to remove 
the hanger discovered the drugs, police said Tuesday. 

According to police, the man decided to stick the hooked end of 
a coat hanger into his throat in an effort to retrieve a small balloon he 
said he accidentally swallowed while at a party. 

"He just bent it and forced it dovk^i his throat," said police spokes- 
woman Janet Johnson. 

The hooked end of the hanger became lodged in the man's throat 
and he was rushed to a Wichita-area hospital where doctors initially 
were baffled by the bizarre circumstances, police said. 

But in operating on tiie man to remove the hanger, police said 
surgeons found the drug-filled balloon. The man was expected to re- 
main hospitalized for more than a week but was expected to recover. 
Police said they were recommending to prosecutors that the 33-year- 
old roan be charged with felony possession of cocaine. 



Man Dies When Duck Knocks Him 
OffWatercraft 

DEERFIELD BEACH, Fla. (Reuters) - A Florida man died after a duck 
hit him in the head, knocking him off a personal watercraft and into a 
lake, sheriff's officials said on Monday. 

Leon Resnick, 3 1 , was driving the watercraft at a lake in the Fort 
Lauderdale suburb of Deerfield Beach on Thursday, while a friend 
watched from shore, the Broward County Sheriff's Office said in a news 
release. 

The friend turned to get a radar gun to check the vessel's speed, 
then noticed Resnick was missing from the craft. He found him several 
minutes later in the water, pulled him ashore and attempted to revive 
hhn, the sheriff's office said. 

"Investigators firom the BSO Marine Unit believe the victhn was 
knocked from the personal watercraft by a duck, which struck Resnick 
in the face as he sped the watercraft along the lake," the news release 
said. 

Resnick was taken to a hospital and {wonounced dead. The medi- 
cal examiner listed the cause of death as blunt trauma to the head and 
drowning. The duck's carcass was recovered and turned over to investi- 
gators. Both men worked at a company that sold personalized water- 
craft. Resnick was traveling about 55 mph when the accident occurred, 
the sheriff's office said.
